THE ST. LOUIS KIOTS. 


A Day of Great Excitement in the 


Missouri Metropolis Caused 


by the Strike.

Ganirs of the Dissatisfied Car-Drivers 


Overturu Cars and Defy the 


Police Authorities.

^MASHING cxns AND HEADS. 


ST. Louis, Mo., Oct. 10.—Riot amlbluod- 


slii-il was the order of yesterday in the 
slrei-tKur strike during both the morning 
and the afternoon. 
On several of the lines, 


in full sight of the police, the strikers 
stopped the cars and turned them over. 
This occurred at noon on Cass avenue, 
and seven 
cars 
were 
actually 
torn 


to 
pieces 
on 
Choteau 
avenue. The 


roof and sides were turn from three curs. 
The strikers were charged whenever tlioy 
made an attempt to stop the cars, and in 
tin- riots which ensued several persons were 
iniured. The first life taken was that of 
.'r>:ni Haney, one of the striking drivers, of 
tlie Gieen line. 
Police Officer Hanuuii, 


who did the shooting, says: 


"Officer Griffith and myself were riding on 
a Blue-line car. In accordance with Instruc- 
tions, and were passing up Stoddard avenue 
about fifty feet south of Hickory strict u-'u-n 
a crowd of about fitly people, runted i n Imtli 


"ut-iily closed in o.i the 
bides ot the road, sudd 
car. They at once began cutting the harness, 
and Griffith and 1 called upon them to desist 
U'liey paid no attention to what we said, but

Police Officers Jlaniion and Griffith, who 


claimed that the shooting of Haney Was 
dune in self-defense, are not borne out in 
their statement by eye-witnesses, who siy 
'hut Ilaaey was uiiinim; away, with iiu o.r- 
liper in pursuit The latter caught Hanry, 
threw him down, and was beating liim, 
nlien Officer llaunon came up and shot 
Jianey, killing him at once. 


officer Jiannon was arrested and inipn^- 


oned. When Officer Griffith reached the 
r'onr Courts he displayed every evidence of 
li.iving been in a tight place. 
His uniform 


was covered with dust, and there were 
in .rks about his clothes winch very dually 
had been left there by bricks or other mis- 
siles. His story fully corroborates that of 
Officer Hannon. 
Several of the stiikcr* 


\s ere arrested at the scene of the killed. 
Among them was a man named Ed Haney, 
a brother of the deceased. 


At noon a serious demonstration was 


made by the strikers against cars passing 
along the Twelfth street bridge. 
About 


fifty of the strikers were scattered at tliu 
north end of the bridge, and when a Gratois 
line car approached they suddenly, and ap- 
1 arently in obedience to n preconcerted Sig- 
nal, concentrated around the car and made 
an attack upon it 
There were very few 


lia-soiigiT-. on board, and these very hastily 
le:t the car. The driver succeeded in mak- 
ing his escape, but the conductor was less 
tortunate.

The leading merchants held a meeting at

T'u'y concluded, after a lengthy discussion, 
Ui meet the street-car managers to-day and 
ask them to meet the strikers for the pur- 
pose of effecting some sort of a compromise. 
All of the merchants at the meeting stated 
tl.at the strike was doing much damage to 
their business, anl to-day they will hear 
both side* of Hie case and appeal to the 
public to sustain them In whatever decwioa 
they wake in the premises.

NEW

Closkey died at 12:50 o'clock this niornlnt 
peacefully sfiid surrounded by relatives an 
clergymen of his sect. Soon after 
foil 


o'clock yesterday afternoon the Cardinn 
sank into unconsciousness, and so continue 
through the evening. The gravest appre- 
hensions were based on this fact, an 
Mgr. Farley, Father Donbresse auJ Mrs. 
John Kelly—who was at 
her home— 


were hurriedly summoned to the Cardinal' 
house and bedside. At ten o'clock tlio*. 
about the bedside of the sick man ware o 
the firm belief that ho never again wouli

consciousness.

It was yet though 
that dissolution might be from ten t 
twelve hours distant, but this was not to be. 
About midnight lights began Hashing tron 
various rooms in the Cardinal's house, urn 
to the groups waiting outside there came 
the consciousness that the unusual activitj 
inside was indicative of the approach o: 
closing scenes. At W:3U a nervous twitch' 
ing of the muscles ot the dying man's face 
was observed, and the household ilruw 
hearer. 
The doctor bent by the bedside 


and constantly felt the rapidly flickering 
pulse. 
The 
reverend 
intmsignorb 


prayed fervently and repeated invocations 
for the dying. Half-past twelve, and the 
scene was one simply of waiting. 
Oi 


one side of the bed weie the Cardinal's 
nieces, Mrs. Kelly and Mrs, Cleury, and 01 
the other sict« were Miss McCloskey am 
Miss Mnller, the latter another niece. He- 
hind them and standing almost in a circle 
were Mgrs. Farley, Preston and Qulnn, 
Archbishop Corrigau, Dr. McDonald, Fathei 
Doubresse and the assistant priests attached 
to the Cathedral, who recited the prayeia 
for the dying. Dr. Keyes, at the head 
of the bed, anxiously watched the ebb- 
ing life of his patient, who, though uncon- 
scious, still held in his hand a crucifix, the 
emblem of his faith. At 12:50 the em: 
came, and so peacefully and painlessly that 
those who watched scarcely new that 
the great change bail come, until l)i. 
Keyes signified that all was over and 
that the Cardinal was dead. Then the 
butler, Walsh, ushered forth to a cab the 
venerable Itev. 
Donbresse. 
The serv- 


ant's eyes were wet, and Dr. Keyes, nho 
supported the reverend father on one side, 
said to the waiting crowd outside: 
"The 


Cardinal is dead." Mgr. Preston remained 
with the relatives and offered prayers ioi 
the repose of the prelate's soul. The other 
dignitaries and priests retired after the 
death. 


If arrangement"- made before the- death 


of the Cardinal are carried out. the pro- 
gramme of the obsequies will be as follows: 
The body will lie in state at the cathedral. 
A week will probably elapse between the 
death and the funeral, to give time for the 
gathering of those who will take part 
in the last ceremonies. Meanwhile the 
mass 
for 
the 
soul 
of 
the 
faithful 


departed will be said daily in every church 
in the archdiocese. The final ceremonies 
will consist of a solemn high mass, the usual 
forms of interment for a priest. In which idl 
the Archbishops und dignitaries of the 
church In this country, as well as large num- 
bers of the clergy, will take part The body 
will not be taken to a cemetery, but wHI 
be placed in the vaults of the cathedral. 
The body of Archbishop Hughes, the Cardi- 
nal's predecessor and the projector of the 
cathedral, lies there. The vaults have no 
other occupants yet 
Except In magnitude, 


It Is said that the religious ceremonies will 
not differ from those prescribed In the rlt- 
ual for a priest

March 10,1810. HP studied theology In a sem- 
inary at Emmettsbura, Md., und praduati'd

After spending 
a year In France ho returned to this countrj 
und was appointed iwsipmm pastor of St 
Joseph's Church In this city, and six mouths 
after bcciune roctor. 
Bishop Hutrhea, in 


1841, 
nominated hjir first President of 8t 
JtJtm's College, at Fordhiim, but In ISM he 10- 
sumod the rectorship of St. Joseph's Church. 
November 21, J84n, he was appointed, at the 
suggestion of Bishop Rughos, hie coadjutor, 
and was consecrated with the title of Bishop 
of Axiero Jlarch 10, 18M. Bishop MoCloskcy 
was nominated flrst Bishop of Albany Mar 
H, in tBe division of the diooese of New 
York, whloh took place in 1947. Aft«r 
the death of Archbishop Hughes, be was 
appointed to the See of Now York May 6, U«4. 
He ffftve $10*000 from his private purse toward 
the building of the Fifth Avcnuo Cathedral. 
He wae created Cardinal Priest Muroh 16.18T6. 
The Jurisdiction over which Cardinal McClos- 
ey presided Jcomprlsos the city and county 
f New york, and the counties south of the 
forty-second degree north latitude, excepting 
those oa Loner Island. 


Cardinal Modoskay was the first Cardinal 
of America, and upon his death D8 does not 
of neoeaglty have a successor. Tbe grrowth 
of the Catholic

ID this country 
las boon 80 satisfactory, however, that 
re le no doubt 
felt about the con- 
:lDuanoe of the Cardinal's cap in New T.prk. 
But it Is thouRbt that even greater favor 
wili be shown the Catholics In this country 
than that, and that before the cap is oimin 
Klven to New* Yore eltner ArchWMiop Gib- 
bons, of Baltimore, or Archbishop William-!, 
of Bostou, will be made a Cardinal. It is 
thought most likely that the cap wUJ be given 
to Archbishop Gibbous.
